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VOCATION ADS AND AIDS 


The pros and cons “vocation” ads 
were being discussed group inter- 
ested religious vocations. 

“What are the advantages and dis- 
advantages advertising newspapers 
and magazines aid seeking vo- 
cations?” asked the leader. have been 
watching these ‘vocation’ ads, and some- 
times publications are flooded with 
them. They call upon young Catholics 
become religious priests, Brothers, 
Sisters with captions such as: Will You 
Take the Late Father Joe’s Place? 
Wide Opportunity Follow Christ; 
More Vocations Needed; Invite 
You Join Our Ranks. Let discuss, 
very informally, the merits such ads 
before talk about other vocation 
aids. 

hand was raised. nod from 
the leader the speaker began: think 
that many religious communities are 
quandary with regard what they 
should about the lack candidates. 
vocations because the breakdown 
family life, the present materialistic 
philosophy life, and lack knowl- 
edge about some religious communities. 
These ads give this knowledge be- 
cause they make known scores com- 
munities which one would otherwise 
ignorant.” 

“Yes,” agreed the discussion leader, 
ads publicize the great work be- 
ing done religious home and 
abroad. They seem good far 
they aim bring out the generous 
spirit sacrifice found religious.” 

Another hand was raised: should 
think that vocation director would 
authority the value these ads.” 

The leader produced clipping from 
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The Pilot, the Catholic weekly Bos- 
ton. “This was written,” she said, “by 
the priest director the Vocation Bur- 
eau Boston, and seems answer 
the last statement very well. The cap- 
tion reads: ‘Vocation’ Ads Have Lim- 
ited Value for Youth. The Father Di- 
rector agrees with what have said 
favor the ads, but adds: 

the debit side, possible for 
these vocation ads work very real 
harm. All want don the cloak 
anonymity our actions, especially 
when these actions are proof positive 
our love God. don’t want the 
whole world know our prayerful 
thoughts. Hence, some find very easy 
answer these ads view the fact 
that they don’t want meet Father, 
Brother, Mother Superior face 
face. All they have obtain 
few vital records, their pastors’ recom- 
mendation, and they are off the 
novitiate.” 

Another hand waved for attention. 
wonder this vocation director has had 
any experience with those who have 
answered these ads.” 

“The priest answered that, too,” said 
the leader, “and quote: ‘Experience 
teaches time and time again that the 
easiest way seldom the best way. 
Since the space these ads restricted, 
they cannot completely describe the 
community, its daily schedule, its work, 
the million and one things that one 


should know about religious order 
with which not familiar.’ 

sounds though the candidates 
not usually stay,” said another 
voice. 

“They don’t,” said the leader, suc- 
cinctly. “Father says that the vast ma- 
jority mail vocations are dissatisfied 
with what they find upon their arrival 
the novitiate. explains that ‘they 
see only what they want see these 
ads; they think things are they want 
them be; so, fairness God, the 
order, and themselves, they stay while, 
but eventually leave. You really can’t 
blame the community the individual, 
for such misunderstandings; so, priest 
directors believe that all possible em- 
phasis should given personally 
contacting and questioning individual 
representative the community 
which interest has arisen. think 
meeting that one could hope get 
completely satisfying picture com- 
munity, the various activities which 
engages itself, and the spirit that 
permeates its members.’ 

priest the group spoke up: 
“Charles Doyle, Pursuit Per- 
fection, has written, ‘Catholic newspa- 
pers and magazines actually carry paid 
advertisements placed there com- 
munities desperate for subjects help 
them carry their work.’ That word 
actually loaded with disapproval.”

The chairman nodded: “Now that 
have expressed our opinions 
matter, are ready for discussion 
vocation aids used. Yes, Sister!” She 
beckoned religious Sister stand. 


Community Vocation Activities 

“We all recognize,” said the Sister, 
“that bishops and religious superiors 
the world over are one stating that 
more vocations are imperative the 
teachers have: special prayers for voca- 
tions; special days called vocation days 
dramatizations find one the 
CATHOLIC SCHOOL 
stories; panel discussions; voca- 
tion clubs; mission magazines and 
books and newspapers. invite voca- 
tion directors visit, who show moving 
pictures slides their particular 
works; who play records; who leave 
vocation pamphlets. And, have spe- 
cial prayers our own communities 
for vocations. 

“The religious here may interested 
knowing that the Franciscan Fathers 
St. Joseph’s Seminary, Callicoon, 
Y., send vocation notes and posters 
request. They are now publishing 
book called Vocation Notes the Past 
Ten Years, and their advertisement 
reads that ‘veritable treasury 
inspirational thoughts the subject 
vocations.’ costs one dollar postpaid. 
this volume will found wealth 
positive, inspirational material about 
vocations articles, challeng- 
ing suggestions, apt quotations, inter- 
esting stories, and yes, many beautiful 
cartoons, too.’ sounds though any- 
one reading this exceptionally service- 
able book will profit immensely from 
its contents. would recommend 
teachers, priests, parents, teen-agers 
the throes vocation problems, Sisters, 


and Brothers. think religious need 
exchange ideas are doing now.” 
She hesitated moment, and then stam- 
mered, “What trying say 
that religious have always done ev- 
erything our power attract voca- 
tions the religious life, and that the 
Holy Father himself now calling 
the attention the world that need 
the aid the Apostolic laity.”

The prospective membership the 
new group includes congregations, secu- 
lar institutes, existing vocation units, 
and individual members the clergy 
and the particularly interested 
vocation work. 

“Recommended works piety for 
the society are special daily prayers 
well fast and abstinence the vigils 
the Assumption and Christmas, of- 
fered for vocations. The Pope suggested 
that the sick offer their sufferings 
special day for religious vocations.” 


The Serra International 

“One the secular units, insti- 
tutes, the Holy Father may have 
mind,” said the chairman, “is or- 
ganization called the Serra International 
which was formed the United States 
twenty years ago Seattle, Washing- 
ton, group outstanding laymen. 
They realized the need for vocations 
and they felt that every Catholic lay- 
man should concern himself with ob- 
taining personnel for Christ’s Church. 
They therefore dedicated themselves 
fostering and assisting vocations the 
Catholic priesthood.” 

“How did they happen choose the 
name Serra?” asked young man. 

“They were named for and dedicated 
the spirit one America’s greatest 
missionaries Father 
Junipero Serra.” 

The young man was puzzled. “In 
what ways the Serrans foster 
vocations?” 


“They are varied and numerous,” 
said the chairman. “The Vocation Bur- 
eau which the Pilot referred says: 

‘Materially, they place many well- 
stocked vocational pamphlet racks 
the schools and churches throughout the 
country. 

‘They conduct essay contests con- 
crete means interesting youngsters 
the priesthood and religious life. Young- 
sters are made more vocation conscious 
when they must give the reason why one 
becomes priest nun. 

‘Serrans assist financial way 
aiding their bishops and many cases 
individual seminarians, i.e., some Serra 
Clubs have seminarian loan 
many secure odd jobs help young 
seminarians struggling realize their 
goal. 

‘Spiritually, each member the Serra 
Club dedicated daily prayer for 
vocations; weekly monthly, at- 
tends Mass and receives Holy Com- 
munion for this end. Periodically, 
offers Holy Hour for vocations.’ 

“In this modern world confused 
values,” said the chairman, “we agree 
with the vocation director Boston 
that more than encouraging hear 
organization composed Catholic 
laymen from all walks life dedicated 
the aim increasing vocations the 
priesthood the fiery zeal its name- 
sake, Junipero Serra. the way, the 
Serra International met 
Mass., for 13th convention, June 25- 
29, 1955, the invitation Arch- 
bishop Richard Cushing. The press, 
religious and secular, gave excellent cov- 
erage the proceedings and the city 
Boston decorated the Public Gardens 
with the Serra seal flowers.” 

“The Archbishop stressed the role 
the laity vocation work, too,” said 
priest. “He said, firmly per- 
suaded that this, many other 
aspects the Church’s life the apostolic 
laity have tremendous contribution 
make. need more meetings like 
this precisely for the laity. could 
use greater prayer crusade for voca- 
tions, sponsored the Serra Clubs, and 
extending the millions and the 
masses, that everywhere and always 
people would praying for vocations. 
tion our local bishops increase 
knowledge the Faith, spread the 
spiritual life among the laity, will help 
increase the number the conse- 
crated servants God.’”

When less than per cent 
our novices declared that “Vocation 
Days” greatly influenced their decision 
enter the convent, thought 
time share our secret with other Sis- 
ters. Vocation Day generally re- 
sembles day recollection unified 
with the religious vocational theme. 
have averaged two year for the past 
eight years, and have tried vary the 
programs, because some girls who at- 
tend are and then, 
course, always search for new ideas 
and ways and means improving this 
project. 


Informal Vocation Day 


Our first attempt 1946 was 
all-day affair. After several weeks 
advance notices parish bulletins, di- 
ocesan newspapers, announcements, pos- 


ters, and personal contacts, suc- 
ceeded interesting 150 girls. They 
made reservations either telephoning 
the centrally located headquarters 
contacting some Sister their parish. 
Each registrant paid the small fee 
cents which helped defray ex- 
penses the day. The girls arrived 
time for 10:00 a.m. Mass where they 
heard sermon vocations. After- 
ward, there was light breakfast 
coffee, rolls, and juice. Sisters served 
them and made themselves available for 
informal chats throughout the day. 
least Sisters had posts corridors, 
parlors, checkrooms, and other spots 
where girls like congregate for socia- 
bility. There was time the morning 
for them browse and mull over the 
exhibits, the work our Sisters. They 
also went for spiritual direction had 
interviews with the four priests who 
came for the day. 

the preceding day, Sisters from 
each our houses had combined their 
talent and effort decorate the gym- 
nasium and organize displays posters 
that gave graphic statistics our com- 
munity nursing, teaching, and caring 
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for orphans. They had arranged in- 
teresting and representative assortment 
free material, and low-priced religious 
books and pamphlets which many girls 
were eager purchase. 

After satisfying lunch ham sand- 
wiches, potato salad, ice cream, cookies, 
and coffee, the girls assembled for tech- 
nicolored slides our community life. 
Sisters explained detail the pictures 
novices and postulants work the 
sewing room, gardens, kitchen, bakery, 
and altar-bread room; recreation, and 
games such playing baseball, ten- 
nis, and basketball. second set 
slides featuring the dramatic scenes 
our reception and profession answered 
the girls’ questions about the steps that 
change young women like themselves 
into sedate religious. 

The last part the program was 
holy hour spent union with our 
Lord, who alone could make fruitful 
the inspirations they had received. 


Religious, Parents, and Students 


another our Vocation Days, 
parents were encouraged come. 
2:00 p.m., religious symposium opened 
with address priest vocational 
director who welcomed the parents and 
introduced the guest speakers. Included 
the panel discussion were postulant, 
two novices, and five parents. postu- 
lant three months opened the panel 
with “Why did enter the convent?” 
Her reasons and experiences which fol- 
lowed this question interested girls and 
parents alike, particularly because 
the postulant’s apparent spontaneity. 
One the novices described the suc- 
cesses and failures she experienced dur- 
ing her novitiate training ripping 
apart and making habits, mending veils, 
darning stockings, and performing 
other duties assigned her the con- 
vent. The other novice explained the 
life St. Joseph and the special love 
and devotion our Sisters show him. The 
mothers were chosen represent all 
mothers who had given one, two, 
three daughters the religious life. 
Each one them spoke the pain 
separation which developed into com- 
plete satisfaction and pride that God 
had chosen her child for His wonderful 
work among souls. One the fathers 
explained that his daughter had kept 
house for him after his wife had died, 
but now considered himself privileged 
that she had been called enter the 
convent. The other representative father 
mentioned that his daughter had nearly 
died childhood but that now she was 
well and strong enough teach care 


for the sick. Following these interesting 
talks, which revealed the human sacri- 
fices involved religious vocation, 
one the Sisters, acting mistress 
ceremonies, summarized the points and 
encouraged all those present feel 
free introduce themselves each 
other and examine the exhibits. 

They enthusiastically followed her 
suggestion and soon found themselves 
before styrofoam model the Naz- 
areth mother house which 
rounded colorful panorama describ- 
ing the life the Sisters St. Joseph. 
They were attracted the Sister dolls 
sitting miniature desks, leaning 
over tiny stove hospital bed. About 
4:00 o’clock bell rang announcing 
holy hour arranged with special vocation 
prayers and sermon. Afterward, every- 
one congregated the gymnasium for 
refreshments and informal chats. Here, 
parents and girls expressed their appre- 
ciation opportunity have per- 
sonal contact with the life and work 
the Sisters. 


Day the Convent 


Another type Vocation Day en- 
titled Day the Convent,” was 
held for high school girls. The girls 
arrived the mother house noon 
with picnic lunch and ate out the 
campus with the novices and 
postulants. This created friendly at- 
mosphere for the remainder the day 
during which the Sisters showed them 
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The Catholic Bishops’ Relief Fund, serving 
million the needy overseas, spon- 
sored the Administrative Board the 
The collection held nationally 
Laetare Sunday some places. 


our college and boarding schools where 
some them would teaching pre- 
fecting. this way, the girls enjoyed 
day with others their age who had 
already grasped the beauties giving 
their lives the service God. 


Evaluations From Students 


Were these Vocation Days worth the 
time and effort expanded? Interviews 
asking, “Have Vocation 
you?” drew comments like these from 
the girls: 

“Girls high school not under- 


about convent life. discussing 


Vocation Day with the girls class 
school who attended it, was sur- 
prised find that they all had had 
hazy idea what religious life meant.” 

“Although Vocation Day did not put 
the thought entering the Convent 
into mind, did tie many ques- 
tions for me.” 

had often considered religious 
vocation, but the day St. Francis 
Home was the deciding point. wanted 
share life happiness which the 
Sisters enjoyed with each other.” 

“After parents attended Voca- 
tion Day, they were willing let 
enter. They were longer under the 
delusion that they would never see 
again.” 


Evaluations From Sisters 


The Sisters who were asked similar 
questions about the influence Voca- 
tion Days gave answers like these: 

“We would have very few vocations 
without them. The majority girls 
who have attended Vocation Day have 
felt inspired and anxious become 
Sister St. Joseph.” 

“Tt great help for girls who other- 
wise have little contact with 

One girl, who had never heard before 
the Sisters St. Joseph until she 
read Vocation Day the diocesan 
paper now professed Sister our 
community. 

the Sisters interviewed, two 
considered Vocation Day “waste 
time.” One these Sisters stated that 
she thought “Vocation Day was nothing 
but fashion show and place where 
the girls came for good time.” 

Contrariwise, the mistress novices 
considers Vocation Day “tremendous 
influence the lives our She 
based her opinion the comments 
the novices and postulants who have 
attended Vocation Day and have en- 
tered through the inspirations they re- 
ceived that day.

Neither Priest nor Janitor 
Vocational Autobiography 


Log cabins are exciting places which 
born and Medford, Wis., provided 
one for me. But blackberries and desola- 
tion could hardly support family four, 
with the result that parents, older sis- 
ter, and headed for Nebraska. 

Omaha tire factories were experiencing 
boom with the ever increasing interest 
automobiles and were need night 
watchmen. Simultaneously Dad was need 
job. What would more natural than 
that they should get together? 

Then tragedy hit. fatal sickness caught 
with Dad. few days died, leaving 
young family brokenhearted, bewildered, 
unprepared. three-year-old mind under- 
stood nothing all, especially when 
Colorado and new home with 
grandparents. 

Shortly after arrival the colorful state, 
mother was called become the 
housekeeper for the parish priests. During 
the next nine years the Longmont rectory 
became her home while sister Florence 
and stayed out the farm where Mom 
had been reared. 

Farm life had its joys and sadnesses, 
suppose all types life must have, but 
the biggest day the week was always 
Saturday. After the noon dishes were 
stacked away, would pile into the horse- 
drawn buggy, later, the old model and 
set out for town.

For the time being, two-room public 
school out the country supplied our 
schooling; but there was growing need 
for Catholic education. answer was 
offered the pastor who suggested that 
our mother apply for our admission into 
St. Clara’s Orphanage Denver.

Time went and each day was filled 
with many new things learned from the 
truly devoted Sisters. the fourth-grade 
level learned serve Mass.

the other hand, could not feel very 
important when came sports. 
farm boy could pitch hay, but knew 
nothing about pitching ball. Clumsy and 
green, was flop athlete. 

well organized program sports was 
mapped out include every boy every 
day every week. John Walsh, the coach, 
was our idol, muscular Tarzan and 
God-centered Don Bosco. his day 
had gathered string boxing cham- 
pionships, won medals for weight lifting 
and wrestling, claimed football scholar- 
ship Notre Dame, and turned down 
Olympic offer. 


John spent hours teaching the fine 
points sports and clean living. guess 
did not profit much from his sports’ 
training but had take medicine just 
the same. this day can still see the 
bloody mess generally was after session 
the boxing ring. 

All tough breaks did not confine them- 
selves sports however, but few had 
such pleasant aftermath the bean- 
shooting epidemic. fad for making, and 
course using, small beanies developed 
among the boys. Popularity for the gadgets 
soon wore off for when was shot 
the eye close range. landed the 
school infirmary. The whole orphanage 
was praying that might not lose sight 
“clergy eye” the nursing Sister called 
it. (She knew was going priest.) 
For hours would lay bed with nothing 
do.

Thoughts about be- 
coming priest recessed themselves tem- 
porarily this point. 


The Christian Brother 

About the middle the same year, 
Christian Brother came the school 
give talk vocations. unraveled the 
grandeur vocation devoted the edu- 
cation boys and young men. When the 
talk was end, slips paper were 
handed out which asked anyone were 
interested such life. Beyond doubt 
was set the priesthood and wrote 
“No.” 

Now things began happen, spiritual 
things suppose you would call them, 
things that are strange because they are 
godly. The Holy Ghost was sense 
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directing into life really did not 
want. 

Retreat time came. For weeks now 
found myself thinking more and more 
about the words that Brother, “There 
aré souls, that unless you save them, may 
not saved.” But how did God want 
save them? Actually, was not too 
keen about life classroom, but work- 
ing with boys was down line. prayed 
and thought. 

Call luck coincidence Providence, 
whatever you like, but genuine live Chris- 
tian Brother strolled our playing 
field the very time was battling with 
vocation ideas. Hesitatingly ventured 
near him. asked, “Do you think your 
recruiter could take another candidate?”

Inspired the dignity his office and 
impelled the charity Christ, the 
CCD teacher sets out for his mission. 
finds perhaps that must teach religion 
the church basement, the sacristy, the 
Church itself; or, may find his class 
assigned parishioner’s garage, the rec- 
tory parlor, the abandoned town hall. 
But not yet disconcerted. His 
Master taught the Temple and the 
fields, crowded hovels and from fishing 
boats. 

His doctrine holds the neatly 
packaged form the catechism. knows 
well and feels can explain thor- 
oughly. And, now meets his disciples. 
They may range from six sixteen years 
age and represent every degree intel- 
ligence from moron genius. They may 
polite, and attentive. They may 
dull, uninterested, and rude. Their home 
training may have prepared them accept 
resist religious indoctrination varying 
degrees. The CCD teacher must persuade 
the child that: 

Jesus the Hero known, loved, 
and served before, above, beyond, and 
all others. 

ignorant the Truth Jesus 
taught the greatest darkness. 

refuse walk His Way sure 
ruin. 

hesitate embrace His Life 
certain death. 

The catechist who himself convinced 
that this true will find ways persuade 
the child, and finding these ways 


discovers even better methods impart- 
ing knowledge and guiding holiness. 


Above all, teaching religion must not 


recitation catechism answers, con- 
tinued exhortation acceptable conduct. 
The catechist must willing and ready 
employ every means his disposal gain 
and hold the child’s interest and attention 


for the things Christ, motivate his 


efforts study, and insure his perse- 
verance viture. 


Preparation 

The first requisite for good catechist 
that beg the Holy Spirit make 
active within him the Gifts bestowed 
Confirmation and direct and fashion 
him that may enjoy His holy fruits, 
particularly peace, patience, joy, and 
benignity. 

Next, must arrange his day that 
will have some time, least twenty 
minutes, devote prayerful study 
the Gospels some approved treatise 
the Life our Blessed Saviour.* 

Third, can possibly arrange 
without neglecting the duties incumbent 
upon him his state life, should 
attend Mass daily and receive our Lord 
the Eucharist very frequently, even daily. 
The catechist may derive special sensi- 
ble sweetness light from this intimate 
association Sacrifice with Him whose 
truths teaches, but who can doubt the 
powerful efficacy the light and strength 
afforded when least recognized? 

Fourth, devotion Mary, especially 
the daily recitation her Rosary, meditat- 
ing its will provide the 
catechist with that contact vital for 
teacher Christ: the assistance her 
who the Seat Wisdom, the Mother 
God! 

Finally, the catechist should avail him- 
self any possible opportunity learn 
what can about the psychology the 
child and his learning. Readings the 
subject may helpful, but class under 
the direction truly Catholic instructor 
would most beneficial for would afford 
the added help and 
discussion.

Baseball, the 
other hand, largely college sport, 
and though tremendously popular 
has not developed the “tail that wags 
the dog.” considerable number 
Catholic colleges have abolished foot- 
ball, and the reason frequently given 
not that was educationally useless, 
but could not made pay 
fact entailed much loss money. 
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sport, football has some advan- 
tages college community, espe- 
cially where tied with intra- 
mural athletics. The great objective 
many educators has not been abolition 
football but de-emphasis. For the 
Catholic colleges still having football 
teams with intercollegiate schedules, 
the code the Ivy League may es- 
pecially suggestive. The main rules 
the code are follows: 

“The controls athletics each in- 
stitution shall the hands aca- 
demic authorities. 

“The players shall representatives 
their institutions and not specially re- 
cruited athletes. 

“Round-robin schedules shall es- 
plays every other least once five 
years. 

“The football season shall strictly 
limited, abolishing spring practice, fall 
practice before September and post- 
season games. 

“Student eligibility for varsity shall 
limited three years, and the can- 
didate must good academic stand- 
ing and making normal progress toward 
recognized degree. 

“There shall athletic scholar- 
ships. Athletes may awarded finan- 
cial aid, needed, the same basis 
other students. 

“The athlete may receive financial aid 
only from his family, from non-athletic 
work normal wages, from scholar- 
ships granted his institution, from 
government grants veterans and 
ROTC men. 

“No student shall eligible whose 
secondary education was subsidized 
whose post-college education prom- 
ised, consideration for attending 
the particular institution.

Ill. Initiation into the Mystery Christ 
through Bible History 


The catechetical aposto'ate confronted with glorious task. 
Not only must give our youth sound religious knowledge, but 
also must initiate them, step step, into the Mystery 
Christ. They are enter more and more into living union with 
our Lord; they are more and more filled with Him. Starting 
from the first grade. must aim this goal consistently, and 
realize gradually. How can this accomplished the lower 
grades grammar school? Primarily through the biblical-historical 
catechesis which leads Christ through the telling the history 
salvation. 


Why Begin With the Biblical-Historical Catechesis? 

The reasons seem evident. The Apostles led their catechumens 
from the Jewish faith and paganism Christianity this man- 
ner. still find the literary expressions their historical 
catechesis the New Testament, and these leave doubt that 
the kerygma the ancient Church consisted above all the 
joyful proclamation all the great things God had realized among 
them through His Son: write what was from the beginning, 
what have heard, what have seen with our eyes, what 
have looked upon and our hands have handled: the Word 
Life. What have seen and have heard announce 
you, order that you also may have fellowship (the Greek word 
means “participation”) with us, and that our fellow- 
ship may with the Father, and with His Son Jesus Christ” 
(I. Jn. 1-3; cf. Lk. How strongly the Lord’s favorite 
disciple stresses these words his first Epistle with which 
introduces his message that through the historical narration 
wants lead his readers this union with the Father and the 
Son! 

This historical catechesis the primitive Church proclaimed 
these “wonderful works God” (Acts 2:11) which the Apostles 
already announced enthusiastically the Jews, who had gathered 
the first Pentecost, and which St. Peter, the first the 
Apostles, summed condensed catechetical form (Acts 
St. Peter acts quite similarly when for the first 
time confronted with the task preparing pagans for their re- 
ception into the Church. Again gives historical survey 
God’s works among men, from the baptism preached St. John 
the glorification His Son (Acts 

St. Paul, too, followed this method his systematic catechesis. 
This shown, for instance, the draft the catechetical speech 
gave the synagogue Antioch Pisidia. talks about the 
blessings God showered upon His chosen people, which find their 
climax the redemptive work the true Messias (Acts 13:16- 
41). also interesting see how, his famous speech the 
Areopagus which not much simply catechesis the first 
contact with pagan listeners, he, after philosophical introduc- 
tion, tries pass over the truth Christ before in- 
terrupted (Acts 17:22-31). 

Known, too, the principle which St. Augustine, the most out- 
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standing catechist the ancient Church, established with regard 
basic catechetical instructions: someone receives his first 
catechetical instructions shall offered the complete story, 
starting from where says ‘In the beginning God created heaven 
and earth’ down the present period the Church” (St. 
Augustine, Catechizandis Rudibus, cap. 5). 

Even more than because most ancient and venerable tradi- 
tion, catechesis the form the historical narration recom- 
mended for reasons. These are both theological and didactic. 
Theologically, may point out that historical catechesis adjusts 
itself especially the particular character Christian revela- 
tion which, above all, its nature the “story redemption,” 
i.e., the incomparable news what God the loving Father has 
done for our salvation. These “good news” center around Christ 
who was sent into the world the greatest proof His com- 
municative love and who is, the same time, our only way 
the Father out world remote from God and longing for 
salvation. 

From the point view method and psychology, the modern 
catechists have long agreed that the historical-narrative catechesis 
indeed the simplest, most adequate, and most effective way 
initiation into the Christian religion. 

The great precursors the modern catechetical movement 
clearly realized and supported the principle that the primary 
catechetical teaching not presented systematically 
ordered catechesis but the narration our salvation. Arch- 
bishop Augustin Gruber Salzburg (Catechetical lectures 
St. Augustine’s book: the Instruction the Ignorant 
Religion. Salzburg, 1830), and Rev. Gustav Mey 
Catecheses. Introduction. Freiburg, 1871) have stressed this fact, 
referring St. Augustine, and also have given sound reasons for 
this approach. 

From the beginning the catechetical movement our century 
has made this principle one its basic demands, which rather 
soon achieved general theoretic acknowledgment. the First 
Catechetical Congress (Vienna, 1912), Wilhelm Pichler presented 
the first draft Katholisches Religionsbuechlein (Catholic 
Booklet Religion), its way classic. Since then has been 
translated into languages and has been used rather widely 
missionary countries. Numerous imitations followed. 
United States Jesus and Heeg, S.J., seems the best 
known booklet this kind.) With this masterpiece, Pichler pro- 
vided irrefutable proof against the objections raised opponents 
that through narration the story was possible 
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teach the child the substance Christian religion and, the 
same time, make spiritual experience. Catechists and spiritual 
advisers older schools had, until then, again and again made the 
objection that the stories the Bible were doubtlessly beautiful 
and edifying and certainly valuable catechetical “addition,” 
but, the end, the purpose religious instruction was impart 
the child solid and accurate religious knowledge. And, therefore, 
real catechism was absolutely necessary bring clarity and 
system into religious instruction. But now was demonstrated 
that this strongly emphasized “solid and accurate” was better 
and more easily achieved properly 
catechesis. 

Unfortunately, still took few decades before the theory 
was fully translated into catechetical practice. Even today, even 
catechetically progressive countries, there seem cases 
where small catechism, such the Catechism for First Com- 
municants, used instructing the children, and “biblical stories” 
are told only incidentally time permits; more less 
relaxation “reward” for attention during the rather dry cat- 
echism instructions. contrast this, the demand modern 
catechists runs follows: the biblical-historical instructions 
that deserve predominance and even unlimited authority the 
first grades, after the self-evident and absolutely necessary intro- 
duction and practice Christian life and prayer. Proper 
techniques and procedures are, course, very important achiev- 
ing full success this biblical-historical instruction course. 


How Lead the Mystery Christ 
Through Bible History? 

order that may really guide the pupil Christ through 
Bible history, is, above all, necessary that Christ, even more, 
the Mystery Christ, its radiant center. How easy the divine 
Father has made this for us! His only-begotten Son really the 
center His redemptive plan, which brought about spite 
all human failures. Seen from God’s part, St. Paul’s classic 
formula: “Jesus Christ, yesterday (Hebr. 
13:8) fully true; from the beginning the end everything 
centered Him. the eternal appointment the Father 
must unite everything one wonderful union (Eph. 1:11). Until 
His blessed coming everything but preparation. All nations wait 
for Him (Agg. 2:8), Him the Old Testament finds its 
ment and perfection (cf. Rom. 10:4; Gal. 3:4; Mt. 5:17). With 
Him comes the fullness time” (Gal. 4:4; Eph. 1:10). Since 
Christ, the history salvation shows essentially the growth 
the kingdom God established among us, the unfolding the 
truth made known us, the development the divine life 
which gave and, His Church, again and again com- 
municates us, nourishes, and brings perfection. 

Here the objection might raised that, from the theological 
point view, this certainly true, and, later years during 
the religious instructions high school this Christocentric view 
the total history redemption probably possible and should 
our serious aim. But can truly hope for any results with 
the children the first grades grammar school, since this 
theological view the redemptive plan is, for our small 
even more difficult than the catechism which formerly expected 
them understand? Would this not attempt drive out 
the devil Beelzebub? 

answer this, we, first all, must admit that, the 
course his religious training, the young Christian has com- 
prehend and live the Mystery Christ more and more deeply 
and fully. the “progressive” initiation into the Mystery 
Christ that important. Therefore, the case this central 
mystery our religion, should expect understanding and par- 
ticipation only such degree corresponds the children’s 
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age; other words, scientific, abstractly formulated reflec- 
tions, but simple, childlike understanding and experience. This, 
however, not difficult achieve through childlike presentation 
the story redemption. the following shall try call 
attention some particularly important facts. 

Because not expect abstract reflections and abstract 
knowledge the Mystery Christ, from our children, should 
omit all reflections and abstractions during the instruction the 
first grades. Everything its proper time. For the beginning, 
sufficient that Christ radiantly stands before them 
Saviour sent from the divine Father out His incon- 
ceivable love. God the Father’s own Son. has returned 
order what our first parents have disturbed through their sin. 
has made all God’s children, taught and shown how 
good child God must live; His strongest wish is, some day, 
take home the Father heaven. There our true home. 
There eternal paradise awaits us, incomparably more beautiful 
than the paradise the first humans. Even first graders easily 
can understand these truths, particularly so, they are presented 
through illustrative and appealing narrative. For beginners’ in- 
structions request, according the principles modern cat- 
echesis, not only conscious omission all abstract formulations, 
but, moreover, concentration those basic truths our religion 
which result quite themselves from simple and childlike 
presentation the history redemption. But must try 
hard can let these basic truths shine forth radiantly. 
lift them from the historical frame and take good care that 
our children soon become perfectly familiar with them. 
follow the main phases the Redemption and present them all 
properly, Christ naturally will the center shown the 
divine revelation: the incomparable gift the Father, and our 
leader and way the Father. this way, false and senti- 
mental “Jesus piety” will result which seems more less forget 
the divine Father putting the “little Jesus” His stead. Although, 
the one hand, omit all abstract formulations the first 
grades, the other hand, will have make every effort 
present the Bible history from the start such way that its 
theocentricity and Christocentricity (see CATHOLIC ScHOOL JouR- 
NAL, January, 1956) show forth impressively possible and 
grow into the life and prayer our children from the very be- 
ginning. 

this way have, least indirectly, banned two forms 
onesidedness which could well endanger the success biblical- 
historical instructions. Above all, clear that have 
reject that kind instruction which would content with 
purely entertaining narration the biblical stories and would not 
take the trouble elaborating truth content the holy story. 
Starting the very first grades, Bible history far more 
than series beautiful stories about Christ, more than the life 
Christ told childlike manner. Rather the introduction 
into Christian religion way biblical history. The hesitation 
still shown some ecclesiastical superiors consequent use 
the historical-narrative method can explained best un- 
fortunate experience. Just formerly “explaining” analysis 
catechism was too easily considered sufficient, today may 
sometimes happen that beautiful biblical stories are told but 
the “doctrine” overlooked. certainly the interest the 
catechetical movement see this danger and meet effectively 
providing solid catechetical sketches for the catechists. 
educating lay catechists appointed the Confraternity Chris- 
tian Doctrine this point will have particularly observed. 
there not sometimes the danger that, the course for these 
catechists, too much said about the different catechetical meth- 


ods and the certainly basic method not explained practiced 
sufficiently. 
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also must guard against the other onesidedness: against 
too much “doctrine” developed out the historical pres- 
entation. Once more stress the necessary limitation the 
essentials. From the methodical point view, this caution could 
formulated follows: the first grades the narrative pres- 
entation and not the resulting explanation must predominant. 
The story must presented such way that only very little 
special explanation the teaching contains should necessary 
and the lessons should further deepened through such activities 
the children drawings, dramatization, etc. Another task 
the narration the communication of, least the prepara- 
tion for, religious feeling. This particularly important with re- 
gard the person the center this holy history: Christ. 
What beautiful task have our first instructions: win 
our pupils’ hearts for Christ! Even the very first grade true, 
although childlike, devotedness Christ should begin. The love 
for Him must founded now for the entire life and again and 
again nourished. How can most easily and effectively ac- 
complish this with children? Certainly not through much dogmatic 
detail which they cannot understand and value this age, but 
through proper presentation the holy history. Out Christ’s 
greatness and attractiveness should shine forth before the chil- 
dren’s eyes, and must fill them with enthusiasm for Christ’s 
personality and work. 

With all regard for our pupils’ age, must present, from the 
beginning, picture Christ that harmoniously unites lovable 
attractiveness and adorable greatness, tender personal closeness 
and awesome majesty. the lowest grade, too, any time, 
sweetish sentimentalization does not any good. 

this context, may also point out the catechetical im- 
portance the pictorial representation Christ —of His life 
and the biblical history general. The catechetical picture 
should, especially the first grades, accompany, facilitate, and 
deepen the effects the biblical-narrative catechesis. has 
adjust itself much possible the particular instructions 
which serve. For the first grades, therefore, ask for 
simple pictures with true religious feeling which express the cat- 
echetical meaning their subject clearly. The pictorial repre- 
sentation must done such way create and bring 
life Christ’s picture the children’s hearts. Not even the lower 
grades can this achieved through sentimental pictures. True

childlikeness religious representation certainly does not con- 
sist adding many flowers and flying angels’ heads possible 
the picture. not favorable sign for the level our 
catechetical instructions find our schools many religious 
pictures poor art and taste. This shows not only lack 
good aesthetic feeling which considerable importance 
education but also certain watering down the religious sub- 
stance. 

course, with this warning against sentimentality catechet- 
ical pictures, not wish express any way recom- 
mendation abstruse modern pictures which, least grammar 
school, have place our teaching. 

Finally want draw attention misunderstanding which 
might result from the strong emphasis “history” for ele- 
mentary instruction. History simply means the story the past 
which contemplate from the present. Bible history, too, 
certainly must tell events that happened long, long ago. 
But must not forget that, the end, always question 
the present. What the loving divine Father has done for from 
the beginning the creation today the basis our 
present life and actions. The Mystery Christ must never 
approached only something past but must include and di- 
rected toward our present life. Starting from the first grade, not 
“Christ Juda” but “Christ you” (Col. 1:27) the actual 
theme our “good tidings.” this light, religious instruction is, 
from the beginning, not much historical simply 
introduction into the Mystery Christ: holy knowledge 
our vocation new life and with Christ, instruction 
the practice and development this life. this central 
task religious education the proper guidance Christian 
worship, i.e., the liturgy, will take important part and will 
discussed the next essay.

Until recent years, some 
have believed that well-grounded spir- 
itual life was necessary only monasteries 
and convents.

However, 
was necessary write occasionally 
order check their progress. 

The children were not only interested, 
enthusiastic, and attentive; but was evi- 
dent that they had built love for 
God, for spiritual things, and prayer. Their 
appreciation the Mass, the sacra- 
ments, prayer, and religious vocations in- 
creased. Attendance Mass and the re- 
ception Holy Communion during the 
week became something for which sleep 
and breakfast could sacrificed. 

Greater value was placed the sacra- 
ment penance. The children began 
think more overcoming their faults and 
practicing virtue. Many them hoped 


continue mental prayer the rest their 
lives. They had been given start; 
appreciation and favorable attitude was 
planted. Further development would fol- 
low. With God’s grace, they will continue 
nourish their spiritual lives. 

The great need the Church today for 
religious and lay apostles realized 
most teachers. Their efforts support this 
need must continue and they must con- 
vince themselves that unless they build 
strong spiritual lives within the souls 
the children with whom they are en- 
trusted, they need not hope for increase 
religious vocations lay force strong 
enough “to change the world.” Educators, 
your call has sounded arms —to battle

great variety problems involving insur- 
ance pass across the desk school ad- 
ministrator. bleacher may collapse dur- 
ing basketball game pedestrian may 
trip broken sidewalk; student breaks 
his wrist during physical education an- 
other boy breaks leg collarbone dur- 
ing football practice; perhaps 
catches her heel top step and falls, 
foreign object flies into the janitor’s eye, 
cafeteria employee suffers serious 
burn; windstorm may damage the slate 
roofing, baseball crash window, 
water leakage ruin classroom wall. 

These examples merely hint the vast 
number situations involving casualty in- 
surance, say nothing about fire insur- 
ance, allied lines, and corporate suretyship 
which can the operation the 
modern secondary school. The occurrence 
cases similar the accidents cited need 
not create major crisis for the school 
administrator; nor should the importance 
such incidents minimized. properly 
planned and executed school insurance pro- 
gram will anticipate such situations and 
will provide coverage which protects the 
school.

Insurance Survey 
insurance survey will enable the 
school administrator answer series 
basic questions relating the existing 
policies written govern the school re- 
lationships with the public, pupils, per- 
sonnel, and property. 


Coverage Force 

What coverage have force now? 
Examine existing policies and divide them 
into the four major categories; then ar- 
range the policies according types with- 
each category. Study the conditions and 
provisions contained each policy. Note 
the effective and dates for each 
policy. 
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Extent Coverage 

what extent are covered these 
policies? This question can viewed from 
the dollar protection aspects. What 
monetary coverage provided the 
present policies each category? What 
basic conditions are necessary before these 
policies become operative given situa- 
tion? What special endorsements are at- 
tached the basic policies? 


With What Companies? 

With what companies does the school 
have insurance? the school administrator 
does not know the insurance company act- 
ing carrier the school policies, least 
should have his disposal the minimum 
information which would the 
agency, broker, firms through which the 
policies are written. The question arises: 
how many individuals should involved 
insurance underwriting for school? 
Many administrators prefer schedule 
all insurance through one individual 
firm. Others feel that, where several inter- 
ested parties (alumni, benefactors, parents) 
are writing insurance, the business should 
distributed among several individuals. 
Even instances where the preference for 
prorating favored, recommended 
that all insurance placed the hands 
one qualified insurance broker mana- 
ger and that authorized distribute 
the insurance among various local agents 
according some formula plan. This 
vides the advantage individual manage- 
ment while also achieving the multiple 
goals joint benefits several insurance 
specialists, developing good will among lo- 
cal agents, and assuring the maximum 
benefits policy diversification.

The Public 


For many years nonprofit, charitable, 
and religious educational institutions were 
considered free legal liability cases 
accident injury the public.

them. The common rule has been modified 
and liberalized that today the courts 
are not agreement different states.

This address pointed 
out, said, that general idea has been 
conveyed radio, TV, and newspapers that 
enrollment increases have led overcrowded 
classrooms, half-day sessions, and other poor 
teaching circumstances. While this may 
true some areas, there are hundreds 
areas where does not apply, said the 
speech maintained.
